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LETTERS FROM FRANCE 


By Mrs. Marlborough Churchill 


INSTALLMENT NO. 8 


Paris, January 19 

I had a Miss Dagmar here for lun- 
cheon to-day. She is a Swede and an 
Opera singer, has been in Grand Opera 
for years. I wanted to talk with her 
about a party I am about to give. 

I haven't done anything for the blind 
since I have been here, for until I got 
here I didn’t realize that an absolutely 
perfect knowledge of French was nec- 
essary. You have got to talk to them 
for amusement every minute and you 
have to devote yourself to an individual; 
for unless you are talking with someone 
personally, you might as well be down 
town shopping for all the good you do 
him. Whereas a visit to a hospital ward, 
you can say a word here and there, and 
they are entertained watching you with 
the others. 

So I have had doing something for the 
blind on my mind, and of course music 
is their only entertainment. And now 
that I have a “fund” thanks to you all, 
I am going to have a concert here for the 
blind a week from Sunday. I can easily 
seat in my salon, hall and dining room 
which all opens up together wonder- 
fully, 150, and I am going to invite 
100 blind. 

Miss Dagmar said she would get all 
the artists for me, and they would all 
be professionals, including a Russian 
pianist. It will be hard to have them 
manage cups and saucers, so I am 
going to give them red wine, rolls, cakes 
and cigarettes. One poor soul who is 
coming is blind and hasn’t any arms, in 
fact, many are mutilated as well as 
blind, the ones who are just blind are 
principally liquid fire cases. 

But don’t you think it will be won- 
derful, and I can’t tell you how happy I 
am to have the money to do it. I think 
to give one hundred blind mutilles 
something but their misfortune to think 
about will be joy. 

January 23 

In all my spare moments last week I 
was planning for my concert for the 
blind, which I had Sunday afternoon. 
It was in reality Elizabeth’s concert. 

I had hoped to have one hundred 
blind, but one hospital didn’t want to 
allow theirs to come, as they do not 
like to have many seen at a time on 
account of the effect on the people at 
large, which is, of course, quite all right. 
Ten blind men in your house at one 
time seem many, but I was perfectly 
happy in having forty-seven blind here, 
and about one hundred people in all. 
It was really a wonderful experience, 
and I would have given a great deal if 
you, Elizabeth, could have looked in on 
your party, and see the happiness which 
$30 was giving. 

The first man arrived half an hour 
early, which was a little discouraging. 
Of the forty-seven, there were all 
kinds and descriptions. African cavalry 
with their red fez, chasseurs, men in red 
and men in blue; many without one 
arm, but all had both legs. One Moroc- 
cean, about seven feet tall, with his 
head all bandaged up, and with hardly a 
square inch on his face which wasn’t 
a big dent, made by fragments of shell, 
was beaming with happiness. And a 
Miss Paxton who brought him told me 
the next morning that he had been 
looking forward to leaving the hospital 
and going to a little place outside of 
Paris, to learn a trade, but going back 
to the hospital in the taxi from here, he 
said, “I don’t believe I want to leave 
Paris, now, I didn’t know there was a 
place where I could enjoy so much.” 

And a Mrs. Lee who brought one from 
Val de Grace went to see him the next 
morning and he said, “Please tell 
Madame, for me that I feel thirty years 
younger and for the first time since | 
lost my eyes that I felt that life was 
worth living. I didn’t know I ever 
could enjoy anything again, I am a new 
man.” 

It was satisfactory beyond words tu 
see them here, and I hope you can 
realize the joy you gave. 

Four came in from the Ambulance. 
Olive brought two of them, and a Mrs. 
Heidelback two, and one of these had 
an entirely ‘new face from the eyes 
down and although he looks curious he 
doesn’t look deformed; it is wonderful 
what surgery.has been done in this war.

ESTA TES 
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HEALTH ASSOCIATION MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Andover 
Public Health association was held in 
the R, C. O. A. rooms, last night. 
There was a large attendance, and Rev. 
Markham W. Stackpole presided. Re- 
ports were given by Miss Abbott, the 
visiting nurse, Miss Woodburn, the 
school nurse, and also by Mrs. Selden, 
acting secretary, and Mr. Holland, 
treasurer. 

Miss Woodburn’s work, as contained 
in the annual report follows: 

Last summer the Association, through 
the Board of Directors, proposed to the 
School Committee the appointment of 
a school nurse, to be largely supported by 
this Association for a time, but to work 
under the authority of the Superinten- 
dent and School Physician. At our sug- 
gestion, the Committee secured Miss 
Grace A. Woodburn, a registered nurse 
well known in town, with wide exper- 
ience and fine personal qualifications. 
During the past six months, Miss Wood- 
burn has been engaged in physical in- 
spection, advice and care in behalf of the 
thousand chileren in our grammar and 
primary schools, including those of the 
rural districts. Her services became 


available at a most’ opportune time, in, 


view of the piecautions necessary in 
regard to infantile paralysis. A thor- 
ough system of general physical rec- 
ords has been started. Each grammar 
and primary school in the, town has 
been visited twice a week. The rural 
schools have been visited every other 
week. Occasional visits have also been 
made to the High School, as requested. 
The inspections have had to do princi- 
pally with the eyes, ears, throat, teeth 
and skin. Suggestions with regard to 
care of the teeth, personal cleanliness 
and fresh air have been well received, 
and in many instances with gratifying 
results. Doubtful or serious cases 
are referred to the School Physician. 
During February and March the nurse 
detected various cases of contagious 
disease among children at school. She 
has also examined the ventilation and 
sanitary conditions, making occasional 
suggestions. In co-operation with the 
Physical Instructor, some readjustments 
in the matter of desks have been made. 
Both Miss Woodburn and Miss Abbott 
have given short”health talks in various 
schools. 

Miss Woodburn also makes eighteen 
or twenty visits a week to the homes of 
the pupils. She reports that mothers 
have gladly received, and have even 
sought her advice about the care of 
their chidren. Mr. Sanborn points out 
that her work is thus bringing the 


homes and the school nearer together. 
Fourteen children have been taken to 
physicians or to hospitals ‘with the con- 
sent of. their parents. 


At hér sugges- 


tion, seven children have been operated 
upon for enlarged tonsils or adenoids, 
nine have been treated for defective 
vision, or have been fitted to glasses, and 
ten have received treatment for defec- 
tive teeth. 

Such work as this has also results 
which it is impossible to estimate in 
the protection of well children from 
sickness and in raising the standard 
of health in our schools. We believe 
that parents appreciate this important 
phase of the School Nurse’s work.

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Public Safety \ Work Organized 


The Snaliminngy: ork of organizing | 
different departments of service for 
Public Safety in Andover has been 
carried on pretty rapidly during the past 
few days and today the town has a 


hundred or more citizens grouped in, 


different committees which promise well 
for meeting any emergency that may 
arise. The plan of organization is 
similar to that carried on in organizing | 
the work for the state. Not all the com- 
mittees provided in the state organiza- 
tion have been formed, but seven 
important committees have already 
begun their work and others will be 
added as the requirements appear from 
time to time. 

At the present writing, important as 
the other committees are, it would i 
appear as if the larger work to be per- 
formed in Andover in the immediate 
future is that associated with the Food 
Production and Conservation, and this 
committee is already well under way 
with its work. The committee on 
Finance has entrusted to it the task of 
raising necessary money by private sub- 
scription if possible so that the volunteer 
service embodied in such a method shall 
work out in the very best possible way. 
The appeal is already in the mails for 
the citizens to respond to this need, and 
if there is anybody who does not receive 
a request it isn’t because his aid is not 
desired’ and needed. None should re- 
frain from responding to the appeal 
because they are unable to give a large 
amount. The 25-cent subscription is 
an evidence of loyalty no less substan- 
tial and generous than the thousand- 
dollar subscription from one better able 
to pay. The big and the little are all 
welcome, combined they make a united 
Andover citizenship to support every 
proper demand and to work heartily for 
every need that may arise in the present 
emergency. The committees have been 
planned to work independently, but 
through the creation of an executive 
committee, of which the chairman, 
secretary and treasurer of the general 
committee are members, and including 
the chairmen of all the other commit- 
tees and an added number of well- 
known citizens, as an executive com- 
mittee it will naturally become the 
clearing-house for all of the activities. 

The men and women who have been 
chosen on these committees have only a 
small part of the work to perform, and 
have no greater responsibility in doing, 
each his share, than do others who have 
not as yet been given definite work to 
perform. Andover, like every other 
section of the state and the nation, 
needs the hearty interest and co- 
operation of every one of its citizens. 
If any reader sees a place where he can 
be of help, his interest and co-operation 
is required by the committee having that 
particular activity in charge. If he sees 
any call for service that does not appear 
to be organized at the present time, 
there is a more earnest need for him to 
become a committee of one to do the 
service suggésted. The appeal is for 
everybody to do his share; to do it 
heartily and to do it promptly. 


Relief Prospects 

The committees organized for relief, 
and various activities associated with 
the conduct of the war as it has gone on 
up to the present time, will undoubtedly 
continue to do that type of work for a 
long time to come, yet no one knows 
how soon such committees as the 
organized Red Cross and various relief 
dssociations in Andover, may. be called. 
from their direct service to the foreign 
armies to an indirect service worked out 
through relief for our own men in the 
field. Many people doubt whether we 
shall have need for very much fighting 
here on our own soil, even though there 
may be such disturbance on the high 
seas as to require a good deal of fight- 
ing from Uncle Sam’s men. No one, 
however, can fail to recognize the 
splendid work that has been done for 
many months by volunteer associations 
all over the country and by some such 
associations right here in our town. 
Thé work is now so well organized that 
even though we may find ourselves ill 
prepared in some other, ways there is 
evidence that in the line of being able to 
afford pretty satisfactory and generous 
relief in connection with fighting if it 
shall come, the women of the nation are 
pretty well prepared at the present 
moment.

A patriotic mass meeting is called by 
the Public Safety Committee for next 
Sunday evening and there is every evi- 
dence that it will be a rouser. The town 
is fortunate in having for its first public 
mass meeting one of the most stirring 


patriotic speakers, that the state has, in 
the person of Hon. Guy A. Ham, a 
young lawyer’of Boston who has made 


| an excellent reputation for himself as a 
; member of the House and Senate, the 
Governor's Council, and in the practice 
| of his profession. Short addresses will 
; also be given by Principal Stearns of 
| ee Academy and Fred A. Smith of 
the Essex Agricultural School, both of 
whom will have something to say worth 
while in the present need. 
The hall ought not to be big enough 
to hold the gathering that should come 
to such a meeting as is proposed. While 
we shall have a lot of patriotism, and 
enthusiasm for patriotic matters, it will 
also be a time for sober consideration of 
the lessons to be taught in this national 
crisis. Sunday evening is the ideal time 
for such an affair. Let us find Andover 
the same sort of community that it has 
ads been when the nation has been 
facing a crisis: ‘The: manly, sober, 
straightforward, patriotic New England 
town.

Notice to Alien Enemies 


Department of Justice, Washington. 
April 10, 1917 


Chief of Police: 

Under the Proclamation of the Presi- 
dent, dated April 6, 1917, it is unlawful 
for alien enemies to have in their posses- 
sion the following articles: 

Any firearm, weapon, or implement of 
war, or Component part thereof, am- 
munition, maxim or other’. sifencer, 
bomb, or expldsive, or material used in 
the manufacture of explosives; any air; 
craft or wireless apparatus, or any form 

of signaling device, or any form of 
cipher code, or any paper, document, or 
book written or printed, in cipher or 
in which there may be invisible writing. 
Your co“operation in enforcing this 
Proclamation is earnestly desired; and 
you are requested, if possible, to post 
notices or otherwise notify all alien 
enemies within your locality to bring 
to police headquarters and surrender 
any and all articles which it is unlawful 
to have in their possession. A detailed 
receipt should be given for all articles 
so surrendered, and at the close of the 

war such articles should be returned. 
Any alien enemy who fails to surren- 
der such articles within twenty-four 
hours after public notice given by you, 
will be subject to summary arrest if such 
articles shall be found in his possession; 
and the articles will be seized and for- 
feited to the use of the United States.

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RECRUITS FOR LOWELL BATTERY 


Meeting in Lower Town Hall Last Night Well Attended. 
Lieut. Harwood Addressed Gathering. Twenty 
Men Sign Up for Heavy Artillery. 


The first steps in military prepared- 
ness were taken last night under the 
direction of the Home Guards com- 
mittee, when a meeting was held in 
the lower town hall to interest the men 
from 18 to 45 years of age to join the 
battery of Heavy Artillery which is 
being formed in Lowell. There were 
over one hundred present, and Bart- 
lett H. Hayes, chairman of the com- 
mittee, presided. He explained the 
object of the meeting and expressed 
the hope that the men who had no de- 
pendents would take advantage and 
volunteer their services rather than 
wait and later be forced to do their bit. 
He said the country needed them now 
and this was the time to come for- 
ward. 

Principal Alfred E. Stearns made a 
brief address on the lack of prepared- 
ness in this country. He said that the 
time had come when every young man 
should think seriously of the situation 
confronting the United States and to 
help in every way possible. He further 
said that an analysis of the method of 
modern warfare showed that the ar- 
tillery arm of the service was the most 
important one. In closing he urged the 
young men to join this new battery, not 
only as an act of patriotism, but for the 
benefit of the training. 


Lieutenant Harwood, who served in 
the Yale battery and came as recruiting 
officer for the Lowell Battery forming, 
outlined the various departments of 
battery work, drivers, signalling and 
cooking. The Lowell battery had 
already seventy-five members, but if 
early application was made by Andover 
men, twenty-five to thirty could secure 
membership. He said that until the 
battery was called into active service 
drilling would be done in the neighbor- 
hood of Lowell and at night, so that the 
men could still pursue their various 
callings. Married men with dependents 


were not eligible. He hoped that 
there would be a large number sign the 
petition which he had for membership 
in the Lowell battery and at the close of 
'his address, George Abbott of High 
street was the first to sign, and was 


given a round of applause. Others who 
signified their intentions of going 
were:

Senator Nichols Gave Instructive 
Talk on Public Revenues and 
Appropriations to Free Church 

Men’s Club 


State Senator Malcolm E. Nichols 
was the speaker at the last regular meet- 
ing of the season of the Men’s Club of 
the Free Church in the parish house, 
Tuesday night. Senator Nichols spoke 
on Public Revenues and Appropriations, 
a subject with which he was conversant 
in every particular, and his address was 
exceedingly interesting and instructive. 
He said that public revenues and appro- 
priations was a question of great 
complexity and had been the subject of 
extensive investigation yet the matter of 
budget making was a very simple idea 
involving the making of a financial 
plan for a given length of time— pre- 
sumably for one year — and putting it 
in the hands of legislators to carry out. 

Simple as it appeared, however, the 
adoption of a budget system is extremely 
difficult and its making is limited by the 
restrictions of both the State and 
Federal constitutions. 

Senator Nichols told of the European 
systems of budget making citing Britain, 
Germany and France. In Britain the 
chancellor of the exchequer draws up 
the budget and it is considered in com- 
mittee when it is amended downward. 
It then goes before the House of Com- 
mons as the executive budget, the 
Prime Minister accepting it as a gov- 
ernment measure. Rejection of a bud- 
get by Parliament has in cases of great 
importance caused the resignation of the 
ministry. 

In Germany, he said, the power was 
even more centralized and even although 
the Imperial treasurer drew up the 
budget, the Kaiser was really the 
power behind it, when it went to the 
Bundesrath and later to the Reichstag. 
In France, more trouble was experienced 
for the members of the cabinet were gen- 
erally unpopular in the French assem- 
bly, and the budget workings were not 
on the whole as successful as in Ger- 
many. : 

In America there is the most unheard 
of chaos and an utter inability to grasp 
the financial and economic problems. 
Senator Nichols said that there was no 
budget, but simply a lot of estimates, 
divided up among various committees, 
each in rivalry with the other. For years 
Representative Fitzgerald of New York 
has championed a federal budget, but 
with little success. Roosevelt favored 
one and Taft also took up the cause, but 
his budget was so complex, that one 
authority characterized it as a “‘com- 
prehensive view of chaos.”” The speaker 
was of the opinion that with the 
enormous sums of money which the 
present war would call for, the adoption 
of a budget of estimates considered 
in conjunction with revenues expected, 
would be hastened. 


Dealing with the states, Senator 
Nichols said that every state had its 
budget troubles. In the Jast two years 
there has been a trend toward an exe- 
cutive budget similar to the English 
budget, pinning the responsibility on 
one man who would stand or fall by 
its sutcess. Twenty-one states had 
undertaken reforms and had gone fur- 
ther than the federal government 
which had simply talked. He said he 
had a bill now before the Ways and 
Means committee, but doubted if it 
would reach the legislature this year. 
He also stated that the change from 
the present system of appropriations 
to the budget system in Massachusetts, 
was exceedingly difficult, but would 
come in time. It was a very unpopular 
subject among members of the legisla- 
ture, especially in view of the many 
boards controlling large expenditures of 
money and which were criticized and 
justly, three years ago by the special 
committee on efficiency and economy. 
These boards are under political con- 
trol and while there could not be 
charged against them anything criminal, 
there were abundant evidences of care- 
lessness, extravagance and foolishness in 
their conduct. As a result, however, 
the state tax was increasing rapidly 
each year, and before long the tax 
payer will insist that a budget system 
carefully prepared, of expenditures and 
probably revenues, be adopted. Senator 
Nichols said it was not an easy thing 
to work out, and would take time, but 
he believed it would come. He was 
given a rising vote of thanks and 
answered questions raised by the mem- 
bers.

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HOME GARDENS 


With Planning Much Food May Be 
Produced In Small Space. 


MAKING VEGETABLE PLOTS. 


dust What Vegetables to Grow Depends 

Upon the Individual Tastes of the 

Family—Can Be Kept Supplied With 

Seasonable Fresh Garden Truck. 
{Prepared by United States department of 

agriculture.) 

A little forethought will enable a 
comparatively small tract of land to 
supply the average family with fresh 
vegetables throughout the growing sea- 
son, say specialists in the United 
States department of agriculture. 
Most owners of small gardens are con. 
tent to raise a single crop on each 
plot of land at their disposal. It is 
quite possible, however, to grow two 
or three crops in one season, and if 
these are properly selected the home 
grown produce will be both better and 
cheaper than any that can be pur- 
chased on the market. 

Just what vegetables are to. be grown 
depends, of eourse, upon the individual! 
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PLANS FOR A SMALL GARDEN. 


In this plan all the vegetables named 
are planted in rows across from the inside 
lateral rows of strawberries. As rapidly 
as each kind of peas matures and the crop 
is over, kale is planted in its place. The 
ground to be used for tomatoes is first 
planted with onion sets, and these onions 
fre used as rapidly as needed. When the 
time comes to set out the tomatoes some 
of the onions are dug to make space for 
the tomato plants When the tomato crop 
is over the ground is occupied by spinach 
as the third crop. Spinach is also planted 
as soon as the bulb onions from the side 
are gathered. The. beans, carrots and 
peas are succeeded by late cabbage, and 
between the rows of late cabbage “‘potato- 
onion” sets are planted. Late beans are 
planted between the rows of parsnips aft- 
er the radishes and lettuce have been 
gathered. 


tastes of the family.- In general It 
may be said, however, that the aim of 
the home gardener should be to raise 
vegetables in which freshness is an 
important quality. Peas and string 
or lima beans, for example, lose much 
if they are not cooked almost imme- 
diately after they are picked. 

If the smal] garden plot, however, is 
to be made to bring the maximum re- 
turns in economy and. pleasure to the 
owner every available foot of it must 
be made to work continuously. This 
can be accomplished only by cateful 
planning, and it is recommended, there- 
fore, that amateur gardeners draw up 
in advance a compléte layout for 
their garden. A typical plan of this 
character is shown in the diagram 
above. On the plan the gardener 
Mould indicate the date when each of 
his projected crops ig to be planted. 
No more space should be allotted to 
éach than is needed to furnish a suff- 
clent quantity of the vegetable for the 
family consumption or for local sale. 
In many cases also space should be 
left between the rows for the inter- 
planting of, later crops and for easy 
cultivation. Plants which make a high 
growth and cause heavy shade should 
not be located where they will inter- 
fere with sun loving small plants. 
Perennials, too, such as rhubarb and 
asparagus, which are not cultivated, 
should not be grown meres plants 
which call for tillage. 

If a garden is planned tn this way 
and the saheme carried out the plan 
should be kept for use the following 
year, with notes of the success or fall- 
ure of the different items in it. For 
example, if too much or too little of 
any vegetable. was grown this fact 
should be recorded. It is not desira- 
ble, however, to follow too closely the 
same plan in succeeding years. The 
same kind of vegetables should not be 
grown twice, if this can be avoided, in 
thw same part of the garden.

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"HOW TO PREPARE 
THE GARDEN SOIL 


Fertilizers and Lime Should Be Applied 
When Ground Is Ready. 


{Prepared by United States department of 
agriculture.] 

A simple test to determine when 
garden soil is ready for plowing or 
working is to take a handful of earth 
from the surface and close the fingers 
tightly on it. If the earth compacted 
in this way is dry enough for cultiva 
tion it will fall apart when the hand 
o opened, This test is applicable only 
| to comparatively heavy soils, but it is 
these which receive the most injury if 
they are worked when wet. On such 
solls overzealous gardeners not only 
waste their time, but frequently dv 
actual damage by attempting to work 
them too early. 

After plowing or working with a 
spade it is usually desirable to apply 
some form of fertilizer. Barnyard or 
stable manure, which furnishes both 
plant food and humus, is undoubted!y 
the best, and applications of from 
twenty to thirty tons to the acre are 
satisfactory. The manure should be 
distributed evenly over the surface and 
later worked in with a hoe and rake 
Frequently it is advisable also to ap 
ply commercial fertilizer, especially 
phosphate. <An application of 300 tu 
600 pounds of acid phosphate to the 
acre is usually sufficient. In order to 
supply potash, if this is needed, un- 
bleached wood ashes may be distrib- 
uted over the garden at the rate of 
1,000 pounds to the acre. Wet or leach 
ed ashes have less fertilizer value 
Two thousand pounds of these should 
be used. In order to start the plants 
early in the spring applications of 100 
pounds to the acre of nitrate of soda 
are sometimes used. It is important. 
however, to remember that no form o! 
commercial fertilizer will yield good 
results unless the soil is well supplied 
with humus. This frequently may le 
furnished in the form of sod or other 
vegetation which has overgrown i 
garden spot and may be turned unde: 
with a plow or spade. 

In certa'n localities it is also ad 
visable to test the sofl for acidity 
Naturally moist soils are likely to be 
sour aud in such a condition are not 
likely to produce the most satisfactor 
crops. The test for acidity or sour 
ness is a very simple one. A bandfi| 
of the soil slightly moistened and «a 
piece of blue litmus paper, which can 
be obtained from any drug store, are 
all that is necessary. When placed on 
sour soil the paper will turn red. To 
correct such a condition lime should 
be used. The ground should be coy 
ered with a thin coat of air slaked 
lime and the latter worked in Well 
Lime is not a plant food, but it will 
correct the acidity and will improve 
the physical condition of the soil.

On Small Areas It Is Preferable to 
Piant Sets.

In answer to the question as to recent 


additions to the collections of the His- 
torical Society at. the Andrews House 
brief mention may be made of some that 
will be of interest to Andover people, 
whether members of the Society or not. 

A considerable number came from the 
Draper home, including specimens of 
old time crockery, relics from the great 
Boston fire, a pistol and bullet asso- 
ciated with a tragic incident in Mr. 
Draper's life, years ago on the Hill, and 
especially a cane made of heavy wood, 
which he brought from England, being a 
part of John Bunyan’s ancient chapel 
at Bedford. He thought much of this 
cane which was used by him for many 
vears, and after his death by Mrs. 
Draper. 

A special addition has been made to 
the library the present week, of fifteen 
cases of old pamphlets, printed in 
Andover, many of them discourses or 
essays by the Seminary professors of 
old time, as Woods, Stuart, Porter, 
Park, Phelps, but including others by 
pastors of the town. As far as theologi- 
cal subjects are concerned many of these 
are not of the sort eagerly read now- 
adays, but they are surely of historical 
interest, as belonging to the old time 
when the doctrinal discussions on Ando- 
ver Hill——then thought very pro- 
gressive if not decidedly heretical — had 
fame and weight all over the religious 
world. 

Other cases contain later Andover 
publications, including John Smith’s 
Two Lectures,on Temperance, addresses 
by Dr. Bancroft, Mr. Makepeace, Mr. 
Bigelow, Henry S. Graves, Arthur 
Stanley Pease on ‘Some Wild Flowers 
of Andover” (book), and others. An- 
other case, marked “Historic and Pre- 
historic Andover,” has memorials of 
Presidents Harrison and Garfield, Dan- 
iel Webster in Andover, Professor Tay- 
Jor’s 250th anniversary address, and for 
prehistorics? Dr. G. F. Wright's papers 
on the ancient ridges and moraines, and 
Mr. Moorehead’s ‘‘ Peculiar Earthworks 
of Andover.” 

Still another case preserves very early 
Andover discourses, as Rev. Samuel 
Phillips’s ‘“‘Seasonable Advice to a 
Neighbor,” 1761, and Jonathan French’s 
sermon (in manuscript) on Hon. Samuel 
Phillips of the North Parish, 1790. 
Fisher Ames’s “Oration on the Sublime 
Virtues of General George Washington,” 
delivered before the Legislature at the 
Old South Meeting-House in Boston, in 
February, 1800, it was feared at first 
hardly belonged to the collection, as 
General Washington was not a native of 
Andover, although he had been here a 
few years before and had several grand- 
nephews in Phillips Academy. But on 
turning the leaf, it appeared that the 
letter requesting a copy of the Oration 
was written by Judge Samuel Phillips, 
president of the Senate, and then easily 
the first citizen of Andover South 
Parish — so the pamphlet went in! 

‘The two cases of most real interest and 
value contain fifty memorial addresses or 
tributes concerning well known Andover 
residents in the past, such as Squire 
Samuel Abbot, Prof. Porter, Prof. Stu- 
art, Dr. Woods, Mark Newman, Hon. 
John Aiken, Dr. S. H. Taylor, James S. 
Eaton, Dr. Jackson, Squire Hazen on 
William Symmes, Prof. Phelps, Prof. 
Park, John Dove, Mr. Draper, Walter L. 
Raymond, Prof. Graves, Miss Phebe 
McKeen, and others. (The cases con- 
taining these memorials with another 
devoted to Professor Park, were pre- 
sented by Miss Park, having been used 
for many years by her father in his 
library.) All these pamphlets are care- 
fully indexed in a separate book, so as 
to be readily referred to by visitors. 

Another case is in preparation, con- 
taining programs of Punchard exhibi- 
tions, and of Draper, Means, Robinson, 
Barnard prize contests, in which the 
names of Andover boys and girls appear. 
This is quite incomplete, and request 


to J. V. Holt, the librarian; if they are 
duplicates, they will be returned. In 
the same line, although relating to a 
much earlier period, is a bound volume 
of the Phillips Academy students for the 
first fifty” years, 1778-1830, giving the 
names of 213 Andover boys enrolled, 
and indicating something about them. 

A large number of bound volumes, 
written in Andover or about Andover, 
are awaiting assorting and room to 
lace them — that will of course be 
urnished in“ the good time coming” 
when the Andover Society has a house of 
its own! Rev. Francis H. Johnson, Rev. 
M. W. Stackpole, and W. K. Moorehead 
have recently contributed volumes. 

Two things remain to be mentioned, 
quite different from each other, except 
as both are associated with memories of 
our country at war! The first is a 
black rosette, with a likeness of Presi- 
dent Lincoln attached, worn in memory 
of him at the time of his assassination, 
which we remember occurred fifty-two 
years ago to-morrow. This came from 
the Clough family. The other is a 
memory of Bunker Hill, in the form of a 
little booklet, containing the prayer 
offered at the laying of the corner-stone 
of the monument at Bunker Hill in 
1825 by Rev. Joseph Thaxter of Edgar- 
town. It was preserved by his grand- 
daughter, Miss Annie Thaxter Athearn, 
of San Francisco, now deceased, and 
privately published in a little book of her 
““Mother’s Selections.” This book 
happened to come to Andover, and to 
the notice of one of our citizens, who 
was so much interested in it that he had 
it reprinted, with a few explanatory 
notes about it. After sending away as 
many as he wished, he gave the balance 
of the small edition to the Historical 
Society to be sold at a nominal rate 
(ten cents) for the benefit of the So- 
ciety. It may be obtained at the Rooms 
on Saturday afternoon exhibition hours, 
enclosed in envelope for mailing, or if 
more convenient, ordered from John V. 
Holt, the curator, at 74 Bartlet street. 
The booklet is of added interest in 
Andover, because the Masonic Grand 
Master who laid the corner-stone was 
John Abbot, a direct descendant of our 
old George Abbot, of the “garrison 
house”.

Book Review 


{Story of My Life and Work, by W. G. 
Frederick Wright, LL. D., F.G.S.A.] 


If any one in Andover ever spoke of the 
former Free Church Pastor as “Indian 
Ridge Wright,” all possible jest long 
ago changes to pride; and the town 
cherishes with satisfaction its own 
story of a man of genius called out 
of his vocation by his avocation into a 
vast field of research. For that reason, 
Andover people are likely to turn first 
to Chapter IV in Dr. Wright’s book, 
the too short chapter narrating his ten 
years in Andover. Many may wonder, 
too, why no mention of those remarkable 
young people’s meetings years before the 
famous young people’s movement be- 
gan. But Dr. Wright’s purpose in this 
book is to trace the steps of his entrance 
into the realm of science; and his resi- 
dence in Andover was effective in focus- 
ing his faculties upon geological ques- 
tions, in giving him scientific associates 
and standing, and in attesting his 
ability, developed here, to decipher the 
colossal alphabet of the glacial era. 

As a narrative of one life’s score in 
the quest for truth the book is very 
creditable to America. Perhaps it is 
even more valuable in its tribute to the 
country church, its testimony to, the 
district school, and its devoted witness 
to the Bible as foundation for character 
whether personal or national. 

Personal responsibility and providen- 
tial guidance are among the fundamen- 
tal thoughts of this book; and a Free 
Church boy of those days now reading 
these pages sees again that handsome 
carved pulpit and the Pastor intent upon 
his message of life and loyalty. And he 
further confesses to a keen interest in 
the opening chapters of the book. The 
boyhood in that sterling Vermont com- 
munity; the lad reading for the family 
those great weekly papers ‘The Nation- 
al Era” and ‘The Oberlin Evangelist;” 
the childish taste for natural science and 
great works on history and travel; the 
delights of maple sugar days; his uniting 
with the church; and his meeting with 
William Miller, whose erroneous inter- 
pretation of the millenium misled many 
people — all seem to forecast strong 
traits in the devoted pastor and upright 
The boy’s reflections over the 
power of water to work uphill enabled 
him, forty years later, to solve a geologi- 
cal puzzle in the state of Missouri. 

Doubtless the unique character-of this 
biography is, in the record .of Dr. 
Wright's researches across the conti- 
nent, and the very interesting account 
of his “journey across Asia, with his 
comments on its low inland plain. His 
warm regard for much in the Russian 
character is timely reading in these 
days when that character has come into 
the limelight. 

The .closing chapter, Dr. Wright’s 
creed, is both theological and scientific, 
and is also the summary of his teaching. 

This sentence from the closing pages 
is a fine life summary: — “I have had 
sufficient difficulties to overcome to 
duly develop my powers. I have had a 
favoring Providence to shield me from 
irretrievable error, and a host of friends 
to help me on my way at every impor- 
tant juncture of my life.” pow

Telephone Exchange Information 


In response to a request for informa- 
tion as to whether the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company pur- 
posed placing an embargo on new tele- 
phone installations such as was con- 
templated in New York according to 
news desptaches from that city, Presi- 
dent Spalding said: 

“During the last six months the de- 
mands of the public for telephone ser- 
vice have severely taxed the resources 
and abilities of the Telephone Company, 
but the Company takes pride that it has 
been able to meet the needs of the 
public. 

“There will be serious demands on the 
Company, not only for facilities, but 
also for men to meet the preparedness 
plans of the Government, both National 
and State; and without disclosing any 
Government secrets, it can be stated that 
already a great deal of work has been 
done. The Company recognizes that 
its primary obligation is to the Govern- 
ment, not only to furnish them with such 
facilities as they may need for different 
kinds. of telephone service and equip- 
ment, but in addition, the Company 
is arranging to provide a _ Reserve 
Corps for the Army and it is probable 
that a’ somewhat similar Corps will be 
required for the ‘Navy. 

“So far the Company has been able 
to meet the Government requirements 
and to maintain its commercial service 
to the general public. Extraordinary 
efforts are being made, and will continue 
to be made, to see that there is.no lack 
of service; but patriotic citizens will 
Government requirements should re- 
readily recognize the fact that the 
ceive the first consideration, and that 
under such conditions we should con-' 
serve our resources at this time, so that 
in case of actual hostilities the needs of 
the Government, though greatly in- 
: aitas may be properly taken care 
or, 

‘“We have not denied service to any- 
one without service and really in need 
oi it, and we hope it will not be necessary 
to do so, for our organization is standing 
up wonderfully under the present unpre- 
cedented demands being made upon it. 
We have stated to some applicants for 
new service that it might not be possible 
for us to make new installations with our 
usual promptness and they might 
expect delays of two or three weeks. 
We have distinctly discouraged, how- 
ever, for the time being, applications 
for what we call ‘auxiliary service.’ 

or example: If a man has service in 
his house and desired an extension set. 
as a matter of additional convenience, 
our commercial men have been in- 
structed to say that we could not un- 
dertake that extension set right now. So 
too with requests for additions to private 
branch exchanges, etc., where such ad- 
ditions were matter of convenience 
rather than of necessity. 

“Another reason for conserving our 
resources results from the embargo 
which preceded the threatened railroad 
strike. The threatened railroad strike 
has been averted, but, unfortunately, 
the disturbances and embargoes of a 
few days require about as many weeks, 
and sometimes as many months, before 


we’ can restore the regularity of our 


supplies. . 

““We-hope it will:not be necessary.to 
deny service to anyone that is without it 
@hd really needs it. I may add that this 
is not merely our hope, but our expecta- 
tion; for our supply -departments are 
developing really unheard of resource- 
fulness. 

“Up to the present time we have not 
refused telephone, service of some kind 
to anybody actually, without it, though 
delays in providing the service must be 
expected under present conditions. 
Should it become necessary to take any 
other attitude, further announcement 
will be made to the public together with 
the reasons therefor.” 


Raw Materials 

The manufacturing situation shows no 
change, except that the upward tendency 
in raw materials is more apparent. Cot- 
ton advanced on the prospect of measures 
for the protection of American ships 
against submarines, the price of mid- 
dling Uplands going over 19 cents. 

Cotton yarns, which in January 
showed a decline of 6 to 8 cents a pound, 
from the high prices of last November, 
have now recovered half of the loss and 
are finding a ready market at the higher 
figures. Worsted yarns are not active, 
but prices are very firm.

UNITED STATES: 
ENTERS THE WAR 


Becomes Belligerent as the 
President Signs Resolution 


PROCLAMATION ALSO SIGNED 


American Citizens Called Upon te 
Support All Measures of Govern- 
ment—Resident Allens Are Warned 
of Rights and Duties While State of 
Hostilities With Germany Exists 


Washington, April 8.—Presidént 
Wilson signed the joint resolution of 
congress declaring that a state of war 
now exists between the United States 
and Germany at 1:11 p. m. Friday. 

As the president affixed his signa- 
ture to the document, Lieutenant 
Commander McCandless _ signalled 
across the street to the navy depart- 
ment that war was formally on and 
orders were flashed out from the gov- 
ernment wireless to the ships at sea 
and to the forts of the United States. 

While the ink was still wet on the 
historic war resolution, messages to 
all the countries of the earth were 
sent notifying them of this govern- 
ment’s action. 

The War Proclamation 

President Wilson signed the fol- 
lowing war proclamation: 

Whereas, the congress of the Unit- 
ed States, in the exercise of the con- 
stitutional authority vested in them, 
have resolved by joint resolution of 
the senate and house of representa- 
tives bearing date this day, “that a 
state of war between the United 
States and the imperial German gov- 
ernment, which has been thrust upon 
the United States, is hereby formally 
declared;” 

Whereas, it is provided by section 
4067 of the revised statutes as fol- 
lows: 

“Whenever there is declared a war 
between the United States and any 
foreign nation or government or any 
invasion of predatory incursion is 
perpetrated, attempted or threatened 
against the territory of the United 
States by any foreign nation or gov- 
ernment, and the president makes 


} public proclamation of the event, all 


native citizens, denizens or subjects 
of a hostile nation or government be- 
ing male of the age of 14 years and 
upwards, who shall he within the 
United States and not actually 
naturalized, shall be liable to be ap- 
prehended, restrai , secured and 
removed as alien enemies. 

“The president is authorized in any 
such event by his proclamation there- 
of or other public acts, to direct the 
conduct to be observed on the part of 
the United States toward the aliens 
who become so liable; the manner 
and degree of the restraint to which 
they shall be subject and in what 
cases and upon what security their 
residence shall be permitted, and to 
provide for the removal of those who, 
not being permitted to reside within 
the United States, refuse or neglect 
to depart therefrom; and to establish 
any such regulations which are found 
necessary in-the premises and for the 
public’s safety.” 

State of War Exists 

Whereas, by sections 4068, 4069 
and 4070 of the revised statutes, fur- 
ther provision is made relative to 
alien enemies; 

Now, therefore I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim, to 
all whom it may concern, that a state 
of war exists between the United 
States and the imperial German gov- 
ernment, and | do specially direct all 
officers, civil or military, of the Unit- 
ed States, that they exercise vigil- 
ance and zeal in the discharge of the 
duties incident to such a state of war, 
and I do, moreover, earnestly appeal 
to all American citizens that they, in 
loyal devotion to their country, dedi- 
cated from. its foundation to the prin- 
ciples of liberty and justice, uphold 

he laws of the land agg give undivid- 

d and willing support to those meas- 
ures which ‘may be adopted by the 


constitutional authorities in progecut-° 


ing the war toa successful isste and 
in obtaining a secare and just peace; 

And, acting under and by virtue of 
the authority vested in me by the 
constitution of the United States and 
the said sections of-the revised stat- 
utes; 

I do hereby further proclaim and 
direct that the conduct to be ob- 
served on the part of the United 
States toward all natives, citizens, 
denizens or subjects of Germany, be- 
ing male of the age of 14 years and 
upward, who shall be within the 
United States and’not actually nat- 
uralized, who for the - purpose ot 
this proclamation and uhder  guch 
sections of the revised statutes are 
termed alien enemies, shall be as 
follows: 

Conduct Toward Aliens 

All alien enemies are enjoined to 
preserve the peace toward the Unit- 
ed States and to refrain from crime 
against the public safety and from 
violating the laws of the United 
States and of the states and terri- 
tories thereof, and to refrain from 
actual hostility or giving information, 
aid or comfort to the enemiés of the 
United States, and to comply strictly 
with the regulation= which are here- 
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by or whith may be from time to time 
promulgated by the president, and 
0 long as they shall conduct them- 
selves in accordance with law they 
ehall be undisturbed in the peaceful 
pursuit of their lives and occupations 
amd be accorded the ccnsideration 
due to all peaceful and law-abiding 
persons, except so far as restrictions 
may be necessary for their own 
protection and for the safety of 
the United States, and toward such 
alien enemies as conduct themselves 
in accordance with law, all citizens ot 
the United States are enjoined to 
preserve the peace and to treat them 
with all guch friendliness as may be 
compatible with loyalty and allegiance 
to the United States. 

And all aiien enemies who fail to 
conduct themselves as so enjoined, in 
addition to all other penalties pre- 
scribed by law, shall be Hable to re- 
straint or to give security or to re- 
move and depart from the United 
States in the manner prescribed by 
sections 4069 and 41070 of the revised 
statutes end as prescribed in the 
regulations. duly promulgated by the 
président. 

The Regulations 

And pursuant to the authority vest- 
ed in me, I hereby declare and es- 
tablish the following regulations, 
which I find necessary in the prem- 
ises and for the public safety: 

(1)—An alien enemy shall not have 
in his possession at any time or place 
any firearms, weapons or implements 
of War, or component parts thereof, 
ammunition, Maxim or other silencer, 


.arms or explosives or material used 
‘in the manufacture of explosives. 


(2)—An alien enemy shall not have 
in his possession at any time or use 
or operate any aircraft -or wireless 
apparatus or any form of signalling 
device or any form of cipher code or 
any paper, document or book, writ- 
ten or printed in cipher or in which 
there may be invisible writing. 

(3)—All property found in the pos- 
session of an alien enemy in viola- 
tion of the foregcing regulations shall 
be subject to seizure by the United 
states.

(4)—An alien enemy shall not ap- 
proach or be found within one-half ot 
a mile of eny federal or state fort, 
camp, arsenal, aircraft station, gov- 
ernment or naval vessel, navy yard, 
factory or workship for the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war or of any 
products for the use of the army or 
navy. 

(5)—An alien enemy shall not 
write, print or publish any attack ot 
threat against the government or 
congress of the United States or 
either branch thereof, or against the 
measures of policy of the United 
States or against the persons or prop- 
erty of any person in the military, 
naval or civil service of the United 
States, or of the states or territories, 
or of the District of Columbia, or 
of the municival governments therein. 

(6)—An alien enemy shall not com- 
mit or abet any hostile ects against 
the United States or give information, 
aid or comfort to its enemies. 

(7)—An alien enemy shall not re- 
side in, or continue to reside in, to 
remain in, or enter any locality which 
the president may from time to time 
designate by an executive order as @ 
prohibitive area in which residence 
by an alien enemy shall be found by 
him to constitute a danger to the 
public peace and safety of the United 
States, excent by permit from the 
president and excent under such limi- 
tations or restrictions as the presi- 
dent may prescribe. 

(8)—An alien enemy whom the 
president shall have reasonable cause 
to believe to be aiding or about to 
aid the enemy, or to be at large to 
the danger of the public peace or 
safety of the United States, or to have 
violated or to be about to violate any 
of these regulations, shall remove to 
any location designated by the presi- 
dent by executive order, and shall not 
remove therefrom without permit, or 
shall depart from the United States 
if so required by the president.

(9)—No alien enemy shall depart 
from the United States until he shall 
have received such,permit as the 
president shall prescribe or except un- 
der order ofa court, judge or jus- 


tice under. sections. 4069<or 4070 of 


the revised statutes? 

(10)--No alien enemy shall land in 
or enter the United States except 
under such restrictions and at such 
places as the, president may pre- 
scribe. 

(11)—If necessary tg prevent viola- 
tion of the regulations all alien ene- 
mies will be obliged +o register. 

(12)—An alien enemy whom there 
may be reasonible cause to believe 
to be aiding or about to ald the en- 
emy, or who may be at large to the 
danger of the public peace or safety, 
or who viclgtes or attempts to violate 
or of whom there is reasonible 
grounds to believe that he {8 about to 
violate any regulation to be promul- 
gated ‘by the president or any crimi- 
nal law of the United States or of the 
states or territories thereof, will be 
gubject to summary arrest by the 
United States, by the United States 
marshal, or his deputy, or such other 
officers as the president shall desi¢- 
nate, and to confinement in such 
penitentiary, prison, jail, military 
camp or other place of detention as 
may be directed by the president. 

This proclamation and the regiule- 
tions herein contained shall exten!
